Liberty for all, 
yes} but not.a liberty outside the sta'e 
fgainst the state and. detrimental to 
the state. That would be a diminu- 
tion of the civil power not counten- 
anced by the absolute monarchs who

CAPTAIN SCOTT'S EXPEDITION, 


It Is a Matter of Personal Interest 
to Rear-Admiral Kingsmill. 


Rear-Admiral Kin smill, the Cana- 
jan officer of the wp Navy Staff, 
{e an old shipmate of several of the 
officers of the ‘Terra Nova” Antarc- 
tic expedition, and is naturally much 
interested in the accounts of the fit- 
ting out and feparture of the expedi- 
tion. Admiral Kingsmill is surprised 
that Capt. Scott chose the. “Terra 
Nova” for the expedition in prefer: 
ence to his old ship the ‘‘Discovery,” 
to which he was greatly attached. The 
ott ever saw the 


first time Capt. 8c 
“Terra Nova” he resented her appear- 
ance. He was out in the lonely Ant- 
arctic then, cut off from the world. 
t was on a sunny morning in Jan- 
uary six years ago, the Discovery was 
fast in the ice, and her situation and 
indeed that of the whole expedition, 
was a little serious. The Government 
had guessed this, and had sent this 
old but carefully chosen whaling ves- 
sel in tow through the. Mediterranean 
and Suez Canal, until with the other 
felief ship, the ‘‘Morning,” she came 
up to the edge of the Antarctic ice 
pack. Captain Scott and some of his 


companions were discussing after 
breakfast, their plans for the day, 
when suddenly they saw a ship. Then 


one of them exclaimed, suddenly, 
“Why, there’s another!” and there 
was the “Terra Nova.” The sight 
meant safety and home again, but 
there were considerations which made 
the reflection not completely delight- 
ful. Before he turned in that ‘night, 
Capt. Scott wrote in his dairy: “In: 
spite of the good home news, and in 
spite of the Penis of seeing old 
friends again, I was happier last night ' 
than I am to-night.” 

The “Discovery” was accorded the 
rank of a regular unit of the Royal 
Navy and flew the naval ensign. ‘The 
“Terra Nova” does not fly that, but 
by a special eed of privilege, which 
ig very useful as well as ornamental 
she becomes a member of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron and flies its white 
ensign. She has officers and men 
aboard her who are of the navy, being 
lent by the Admiralty and remaining 
on full pay, so that they may wear 
their uniforms abroad. They could 
not be gazetted to the ‘‘Terra Nova,” 
which has n6 place on the Admiralty 
lists, but use is made of the imaginary 
H.M.S, “President,” to the service of 
which they are told off while they are

Our last two lessons have set before 
us the building of tue church and the

AUTHOR OF “GINX’S BABY.” 
Forty Years Ago Edward Jenkins Was 


the Kipling of His Day. 


One of the most distinguished sons 
of the Montreal High School passes 
off the roll by the death in London of 
Edward Jenkins, ex-M.P., politician, 
humorist, author ahd editor, creator 
of the immortal ‘‘Gihx’s Baby.'’ Some 
forty years ago Edward Jenkins was 
so much in the limelight in the liter- 
ary world that his position in the 
sphere of letters at that time has been 
compared to that of Rudyard Kipling 
therein to-day. His style had the 
Kipling touch, and both~ men had 
close connection with India. Mr, Jen- 
kins was born at Bangalore, India, in 
July, 1838, his father being Rev. Dr. 
John Jenkins, so long pastor of St. 

Presbyterian Church, Mont- 
He came to Canada with his 
parents at an early age and was edu- 
cated at the Montreal Fie School 
and McGill University. Then, after

He represented the city 
of Dundee, Scotland, as a Radical 
from 1874 to 1880, but was then de- 
feated, and though he sought the suf- 
frage of the electors of that city in 
1885, and 1896, he had changed hia 
political clothes aid the people would 
not avail themselves of his services. 

He was one of the great historical 
characters at the Mo:déreal High 
School, stories of his bright sallies, of 
his boyish jokes, of his prowess on 
the football field and in gymnasium 
being handed down from generation 
| to’ generation. One of his brothers, 
| Mr. George Ernest Jenkins, was one 
of the under masters in the big school 
in the seventies, and to the great edi- 
fication, and delight of the boys he 
often. recalled the sayings and doings 
of his brother when he was a High 
Bchool boy, and occasionally read in 
class a clever letter from his brother 
humorously ref :rring to his school- 
days at the “Old High,” and express-

“She would trip on and off,” he 
says, “as if in an ecstasy of delight at 
the opportunity of singing, bowing 
and smiling to her audience und giv- 
ing every one present a flattering s nse 
of contributing in a measure toward 
the success of the evening.

South Africa's First Peer. 

The first peer to be created since 
the declaration of the federation of 
South Africa is Sir John Henry de 
Villiers, who now becomes Baron de 
Villiers. He, as Chief Justice of Cape 


ministering the oath of office of Vis- 
count Gladstone, the first Governor- 
General of South Africa. Previous] 
he held the post of Attorney-Genera 
of Cape Colony for thirty-seven years 
with satisfaction to Boer and Briton 
alike. It was largely due to his ef- 
forts, as well as to those of General 
Louis Botha, that South African fed- 
eration was achieved. He is of Hugue- 
not-Boer descent, and was born at the 
Cape in 1842. At the age of twenty- 
three he was called to the Bar, and 
he became Attorney-General of the 
colony in 1874. He held the post con- 
tinuously until his recent elevation to 
the bench as Chief Justice of the new 
federation. He has twice visited Can- 
ada; In 1894 he took part in the first 
Intercolonial Conference, which was 
held in Toronto, as representative of 
Cape Colony. In 1908 he was present 
at the Quebec Tercentenary Celebra- 
tion as mpresentative of South Africa,

DUE OF CONNAUGHT 


‘AN APPRECIATION OF THE NEXT 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


London Daily Mail Gives Some Per 
sonal Facts Concerning the Record 
of King George's Unicle—He Has 
Been a Serious, Practical Soldier 
for Forty-Two Years--His Coming 
Marks New Epoch for Dominion. 


' The’ following personal appreciation 
Of the Duke of Connaught appears in 
|The London Daily Mail:’ 

During the minority of the Prince 
of Wales, heir apparent to the 
| throne, the Duke of Connaught is 
‘destined to take a conspicuous place 
in public duties and ceremonials. 
| Already he has been named successor 
| to Earl Grey as Governor-General of 
Canada and as representative of the 
King at the opening of the first federal 
Parliament in South Africa. 

For both these tasks the Duke ¢f 
Connaught is admirably equipped by 
|mature and by training. Like his 
| brother the late King Edward, he has 
tact and capacity and industry that 
would fit. him for any position. A 
correspondent in Ottawa recently 
hinted that the duties of the Viceroy 
in Canada were more onerous than 
ornamental. Had he known the Duke 
| of Connaught he would not have felt 
| it necessary to utter this warning, 
| for his royal highness has shown in 
{a long and busy career that he is no 
| idler. He has no ambition to occupy 
| sinecure. 
| From the day—forty-two years ago 
—when he entered the Royal Engin- 
eers he has worked at his profession 
not as a dilettante but as a serious 
| and practical soldier. The record of 
his services is in itself a proof. He 
passed through every branch of the 
army—from sapper to gunner, from 
|infantry to cavalry. He commanded 
the Guards at Tel-el-Kebir in the 
Soudan campaign of 1882, and shared 
with the Duke of Cambridge the dis- 
| tinction of a royal prince who had 
| been under fire. Twice he has held 
a command in India, ‘twice in Eng- 
land, and once in Ireland. Perhaps 
the severest test of his military ca- 
pacity was made in India, where he 
remained for six years. The first 
three years were spent in Bengal with 
the fank of major-general and the last 
three in command of the Bombay 
army. Only a man who is a born 
| soldier and a hard and conscientious 
worker can control a, great Indian 
‘military district. The Duke of Con- 
naught in those years established his 
mtilitary reputation on a firm basis 
and confirmed the impression which 
the people had already formed of hia 
earnestness and cupacity. . 

Those who imagirie that no disa- 
| bilities attach to royalty know noth- 
ing of the Duke of Connaught’s bitter 
disappointment when he was forbid- 
den to share with his comrades the 
risks of war in South Africa. But 
Queen Victoria was adamant, and her 
widowed daughter, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, was at hand to remind 
her that death knocks at the door of 
the palace as well as at the door of 
the cottage. eter a 
| A strict disciplinarian and a dili- 
gent officer, the Duke of Connaught 
commands the respect of . soldiers, 
| while his good nature and his sense 
of humor win their affection. Only 
of a commander with these human 
qualities could be told this aneccete 
for which his royal highness is the 
authority, A young subaltern put- 
fing a company of infantry through 
their drill managed to get them inte a 
terrible muddle. The duke, who was 
watching the effort, called the subal- 
tern to him and asked, ‘Have you 
any idea what your men are supposed 
to be doing?” 

The boy saluted and replied, with 
a confiding smile, ‘Not the slightest, 
sir, Have you?” There is also the 
story that illustrates both his humor 
‘and one of the difficulties of his posi- 
tion. It is related that at a recep- 
tion at the Horse Guards the duke 
asked an officer who had been pre- 
sented what he wanted. “Nothing, 
thank you, sir,” was the modest re- 
ply. ‘My dear sir,” excluimed’ his 
royal highness, shaking the astonished 
‘officer vigorously by the hand, “I 
{am really glad to meet you. It is a 
long time since I met an army officer 
who wanted nothing.” 

These anecdotes indicate character- 
istics that will Spree to Canadians, 
! who, while they love a governor-gen- 
‘eral who is royal, delight especially 
|in one that can unbend and divest 
‘himself of ceremonial. And the 
| Duke of Connaught can do both, for 
| though born in the purple he has lit- 
| tle taste for its formalities and knows 
the virtue of camaraderie. No . 
ernor-general, we venture to predict, 
will prove more popular or more ef- 
ficient in the discharge of his official 
and social ‘duties. These qualities 
will commend him to the people of 
South Africa ulso. ' His visit, it is 
true, will be one of ceremony, for it 
marks a new epoch in the new Do- 
minion. But his royal highness will 
give to the ceremony an intimate per- 
eonal note. A great traveler, he hee 
by instinct and experience the sym- 
pathetic understanding that puts him 
at once into harmony with his sur- 
Troundings. No one can feel lohg a 
stranger in his presence or can with- 
hold his innermost confidence. , And 
he has, too, that broad and imperial 
outlook which is the gift of tempera- 
ment of travel. Many people have 
perhaps forgotten the sacrifice he 
made in order to retain the natijonal- 
ity which is his “pride. Without 
hesitation he gave up his claim to
